DECREE, 
T> discontinue the Commercial Intercoursé with the 
United States of Amertea. 

His Majesty the King of Prussia our Gracious 
Sovereign, &c.—finds himself induced for the 
more effectual observation of the Continental Sys- 
tem already adopted, in conjunction with the Im- 

erial Court of France, and that the same may 
Pe observed and strictly enforced by his subjects, 
and to prevent any abuses into which they might 
be led, Hereby Decrees and Ordews, That all his 
ports shall be shut against all American vessels, 
without any exception. ; 

Thus from the date of this our Publication, no 
vessel coming from any American port, or be- 
longing to any citizen of the United States, will 
be permitted to enter into any of our harbours, 
on this side. But every vessel of that nation, 
when appearing upon our Roads, or before any 

russian port, shall be warned off; and in case 
of contravention, besides the confiscation of ves- 
scl and cargo, shall be further investigated and 
punished.
